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A W orthy Challenge 


(By Joe Breed, C hairm an of the Adult Tub erculosis 
Suivey for Jones County ) 
Down through the years the people of 
Jones County hav e been confronted with 
problems and challenges, and the record 
indicates that they hav e always responded 
to these and met them commendably. 
Within the next few days Citizens ot 
Jones County collectiv ely will hav e an op­ 
portunity to deal a staggering blow to one 
of the nation’s most dangerous and dread­ 
ed diseases, that of tuberculosis. It is esti­ 
mated that 500,000 people in the United 
States now hav e activ e tuberculosis. An­ 
nually, 55,000 people die from this stub­ 
born enemy. Of the 55,000 who succumb 
to this “ killer,” 40,000 of them are ov er 30 
years of age. 
There are sev eral reasons why tubercu­ 
losis is to be feared. For one thing, it seems 
to be able to creep into one’s system with­ 
out the slightest warning. We are told 1 
that the X-ray is the surest way of detect-! 
ing the disease early. 
Another thing, tuberculosis is communi-i 
cable. In addition to protecting one’s own 
well being, one needs to use ev ery precau­ 
tion to protect the members of his family, 
his friends and neighbors. 
To hav e a 25 per cent, or ev en a 50 per 
cent response on the part of the Jones 
County people in this Adult Tuberculosis 
Surv ey will not get the job done. So, our 
aim is to get 100 per cent of all the people 
15 years of age and ov er to hav e their 
chests X-rayed while the State Department 
of Health is making this X-ray serv ice 
av ailable without cost to those X-rayed. 
The schedule of the X-ray machine and 
the State Health Department technicians 
will be as follows:

It hesitated only be­ 
cause funds were difficult to find with 
which to make the purchase. And as soon 
as the council learned that public senti­ 
ment here fav ored the deal, it was v oted 
to buy the equipment without further hesi­ 
tation. 
The Herald congratulates the members 
of the council for this mov e, and it con­ 
gratulates the Civ ic Planning Board for 
hav ing begun a mov ement which will re­ 
sult in a safeguard for Tiealth of the entire 
community.
